1ZZZHZ.Z utated that ha was ficr.t to 
Uallas Friday, November 22, 1$53# dttsediately after nui/3 of 
President KEli’SSy's death wna reooivod. 

On Sunday, November 24, 1963, he stated that he went 
to Dallas, Texas Police Dcpa rtcont about 8:00 a.m. Hie rousen, 
he added, for being at the Police Department, was because of the 
department ' a unnour.oenent to the press that LIZ LARVEf OSWALD 
would be moved from the Police Department to the County Jail 
at 10: CO a.m., No Venter 24, 1363 . Ko said ho -entered the Police 
Department through the main entrance doors and took an elevator 
to the third floor of the building where heretofore the press, 
photographers, etc., had previously been. accoaoda ted. As he 
emerged fraa the elevator BLECXMAN said- he was asked by a 
uniformed armed policeman to identify him self which he die 
by exhibiting his press credentials before he was permftted 
to enter the third floor. He said he renamed a little while 
on the third floor before taking the elevater to the booking 
recta in the bases snt where he remained until 10 or 15 minutes 
prior to OSWALD'S being brought out of the a 1 vat or by police. 

About 10 to 15 minutes prior to oSk&LD's appearance, 
he said he and other photographers and newsmen were all askod 
vo vacate the booking rocs t hich they did. BLECKNAN said he 
then took up a position in front of & window in the booking 
room so he could photograph OSWALD as OSWALD emerged from 
the elevator. As OSWALD one rged he said he got his photographs 
and then raced to the far side of the r*mp so he could continue 
to photograph OSWALD as he emerged from the booking rcca and 
presumably would be led therefrom to the waiting armored car 
which would be used to transport him to the ccur.ty Jail. 

BLECKHAN B to ted that ho was in this position as OSWALD tins 
led out of the booking room and that he had his caaora going 
from that time on. 

An individual later identified aa JACK HBBY cut through 
photographers, TV cameramen, etc., a short distance to 
right and proceeded to shoot OSWALD. BLECXMAil said ho continued 
to take action photos throughout. This film whicn BLSCttiiAH stated 
recorded all activity from the time OSWALD emerged from the 



elevator in'co the booJci:.*^ room and «.'ro..» t:iah room to where he 
was shot Is presently i:i ,hs hands of lids employer, UPI, in 
New York City or Vaehiiig^on, D. C. 

BLECI1--AN stated chat between S>i'^‘0 and 10:00 a.m., the same 
morning he proceeded from the booking room to 1 he ramp and left the 
police department premises and was permitted to do so only after 
identif ying himself . His reason for leaving he told the" or fleer at 
the Ma i p entrance of the ramp tJrtat he had to leave to get 

equipment. On his return he was permitted to r e-ente r the police 
department premises by the same route wi thout i^eh'trfvinp; h imseT lS 
but that he presumed the armed officer on duty recognized him as 
having left the ramp shortly before. BLECKMAN said he saw rib 
one in the Police Department or In the ramp who was not believed 
by him to be a member of the department or theworklng press . 

He said he had no knowledge of anyone permitted to gain entry 
to the police department on Sunday, November 24, 1963, without 
properly identifying himself, and neither did he have any 
knowledge or indication tiiat any police officer or official 
conspired or permitted the unauthorized presence of anyone in 
the basement. 

BLECKMAN said that to his knowledge he had never s eon 
RUBY prior to RUBY'S actus.l shooting of OSWALD although on Friday 
evening November 22, 1963* when OSWALD was brought to the lineup 
room of the Police Department, according to various persons 
(identities unknown) RUBY' was alleged to havebeen present and 
allegedly asked a question of OSWALD. The exhibition of OSWALD 
In the lineup room was apparently for the convenience of the press 
and photographers than for any police function according to 
BLECKMAN. 
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told nothing additional by this individual, but that the 
above caused speculation among themselves as to whether RUBY 
had an accomplice or whether others besides RUBY were 
interested in doing aw#y with OSWALD. 


BLECKMAN stated that at Parkland Memorial Hospital later 
on Sunday, November 24, iS63-> an Individual described a3 in his 
c-.rly thirties, S'S" tall, 180-200 pounds, sturdy build, blond 
hair who was either a director of a TV station in Dallas or in 
charge of a TV crew from a Dallas TV station told him in the 
presence of HENRY A. KOKCJAN, 9009 Freeport Drive, Dallas, 
telephone DAvis 8-1043, that an upper window of a building on 
either Main or Commerce Streets overlooking the police department 
ramp was open Friday after the President's assassination, all 
day Saturday and Sunday but that shortly after OSWALD'S murder 
the window was shut. BLECKMAN stated that he could recall being 
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
